Sumo of Its Proceeding» with Iteference
to the Virginia Debt.

To the Editor of the Diroa'.ch:
The recent expression of opinion by

prominent Virginians in tiio I'isi'atch to
tho effoct that the State should not treat
with the Council of Foreign landholders
mav lead to disclosures that will teach the
creditors th»t the council, sod not the
Stale, is responsible for their misfortunos.

WnAT FACTS TIACH.
It has been indignantly d«>med that tho

council seeks to make money, but facts
speak louder than words.
A gentl<*mau in lliehtuond has the tw«»

contracts under which the council tried anil
failed to hive tho bonds. The nrst con¬

tract, dated DecembM, UM, provided
" that depositors shonld pay to the coun¬
cil a contribution of $10 ou each *1.0UO.-
000 deposited in addition to « previous as¬

sessment of like amount."
The second contract, dated March, 188*),

provided in substance that the Council
should retain whatever it realiz«-«! by .sell¬
ing coupons above fifty ceuts. on the dollar.
This scheme to sell coU|x;iis to tax-payers
was exceedingly plausible and would have
been very lucrative if our people had con¬

sented to tender coupon as treely as they
did ten yesrs ago.

The C juncil vu to pay the bondholders

fifty cents and was to »ell the coupon» for
eighty cent«, if our people had u»ed $1,000,-
000 of coupons as they did in ltWand 187»
the Council would have received $3i>0,000 «

The creditors were told that forcing cou¬

pons into the Treasury would induce the
SUte to offer better term».

By promising to realize for
the bondholder 50 cents or to return his
coupon» they were indaceil to d«»***osit.
